reach us as the fiercest and bloodiest 
conflict of the long struggle is at its 
height. At the moment when man- 
kind is filled with horror and an- 
guish at the carnage on the great 
battlefield, all eyes will turn to his 
account of the policy which brought 
this dread visitation upon the world. 


"He has not a shadow of "a 'doubt 


about the responsibility for the war. 
Without hesitation he fastens it upon 
Germany.

orates this judgment and cannot be 
reconciled with any- other." 


"Prince Lichnowsky speaks of the 


'perfidy' of the policy he was used 
to cloak but it is not chiefly upon 
sentimental or even 
upon 
moral 


grounds that he condemned the Ger- 
man system. It is the folly rather 
than the wickedness of German state' 
craft which he reprobates. It is 
quite unnecessary, he 
insists

Germans that all persons doing this 
would be killed.

about 200 German soldiers in Minsk 
and the local population is to antag- 
onistic that a movement against the 
invaders is expected. 
The Germans 


are said to have very little artillery.

a year, the demand for munitions 
could not stop at once. The United 
States will have to keep a big force 
under arms for some years to see 
that pledges are carried out. 


The desire to make great sums of 


money out of the present exigency is 
not a noble one. It is fattening on 
tfie t>lood and suffering of one's fel- 
low-citizens. 


The munition-maker is entitled to 


just the same rate of profit that can 
"be made in other industries, plus a 
fair compensation for risks and un- 
certanties of the business. 
If his 


idea of that compensation is too lib- 
eral, the government •will have to 
create the plant and equipment and 
rent it to him. The government does 
well, however, to 
kfcep munition 


work in private hands as far as pos- 
sible, so as to get the full benefit 
of the energy and attention a man 
will put into an enterprise of his 
own.

Herbert Hoover, U. S. Food Administrator, 
makes the following appeal to the fanners of 
Ohio: 


"In order that we may comply with the 


__ 
urgent demand of the Allies for v,"heat and at 


the same time take care of our own domestic supplies, we 
urgently need this year an earlier and more complete mar- 
keting of the wheat in farmers hands than usual. 


The Allies are taking from us fifty percent of other 


cereals than wheat to mix in their bread. 
Inasmuch as 


the people in allied countries and the soldiers must be fed 
with bread baked in bakeries it is impossible for them to 
prepare bread made wholly out of other cereals and we 
must furnish them with sufficient wheat to maintain their 
bakery loaf. 
I therefore appeal to all of the farmers in the State of 


Ohio that they shall bring all of their wheat except their 
necessary reserves for seed to market before May 1st. 
This is a war call and a service for Uncle Sam who is fight- 
ing for his life. If your local miller is unable to buy all 
the wheat that is offered, market it in the other customary 
trade channels through which it will reach the Food Ad- 
ministration Grain Corporation."

New York, March 28.—That Ger- 


many is engaged in a war for 
world domination was admitted at 
the annual meeting in Berlin Feb- 
ruary 18, of the "Bund Der Lan- 
dnf," a junker organization, com- 
prising the large land-holders of 
Germany. The junker speakers, ac- 
cording to German newspapers, de- 
nounced the reichstag majority res- 
olution against annexations and the 
policy of former Chancellor von 
Bethmann Hollweg. 
Socialists and 
others who are attacking Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg and General 
von Lundendorff were attacked bit- 
terly 


It was admitted that the contin- 


uation of the war was attended with 
great difficulties and that the un- 
favorable food supply situation had 
converted many monarchists into So- 
cialists. 


A violent attack upon democracy 


was made by Dr. Widgrube, a mem- 
ber of the reichstag, who said there 
was no conciliation between democ- 
racy and imperialism. 
Referring to 


former Chancellor von Bethmanu 
Hollweg, he declared: 


"One cannot get rid of the impres 
sion that God in His Avrath made this 
man chancellor. 
Through him the 


government and empire came undei 
the dictatorship of democracy Ger 
many will be either monai chical or 
non-monarchial. 
We passionate!} 
appeal to our emperor: 'Hold wha 
you have so that nobobdy may take 
your crown.' " 


Chamberlain von Oldenburg mad 
this statement: 


"This war is a fight for world 


domination and difficult as its con 
tinuation may be it must be fough 
put until victory has been achieved 
if we do not want to sow the deatl 
germ for our fatherland 
I hope 
that after the war," he said, "we 
will be strong enough to maintain 
peace 
To that ernhgte need differ- 


ent frontiers and a'larger measure 
of independence. ,Only fools blieve 
in eternal peace of the nations." 


The speaker predicted that 


many's chancellor after the

would have 
difficulty in keeping 


within bounds the spread of democ- 
racy. He attacked th~e peace resolu- 
tion and said it wasftfri assault upon 
the army from the ggat.

to the Germans attacking the policies 
of ^Germany's military-leaders: 
"Canaille here arid abroad who 
are agitating against von Hinden- 
burg and von Lundendorff are not 
worthy of unlacing their shoes."
